Good reasons prevail as to why local voters 
should increase to five the number of members 
if the Upland board of education. 

One of those reasons is the availability of 
two good candidates. Another reason is the 
idea of broadening the views of the important 
group. While for years three persons have 
ably directed local school affairs, a group of 
five provides additional counsel and a broader 
base for deliberations. School problems are 
becoming more complex as the community 
grows and the classroom and personnel prob- 
lems increase. 

Mrs. Dean H. Engle, an active leader in Par- 
ent-Teacher association work and sincerely de- 
voted to the highest standards of elementary 
education, and Jarvis Leman, a sound thinker 
and vitally concerned with schools, are candi- 
dates for the two “extra” positions. 

Their offer of serving on the Upland board 
of education should be accepted in the annual 
school election Friday. 

Mrs. Raymond O. Kay, incumbent, is an un- 
opposed candidate for the one regular posi- 
tion on the board and she merits whole-heart- 
ed backing. 

In any event, Friday is an important school 
election—-and every Uplander should vote. 


Thank You, Pacific Electric 


Officials of the Pacific Electric Railway Co- 
have indicated they are pushing to comple- 
tion their part of the negotiations that will en- 
able the city to eventually extend C street east 
from Third to Campus avenue. Criticism was 
voiced here recently about the lack of interest 
on the part of the P. E. officials in complying 
with a more or less routine. procedure in com- 
pleting the sale of three small parcels of land 
to the city. 

People in the Upland district appreciate the 
great importance the Pacific Electric is to the 
community and many of us are delighted with 
the company’s assurance the local transaction 
will be completed promptly. 


Trash, Debris and Junk 


The trash which litters the street of this 
community differs little from that which defaces 
the thoroughfares of other cities. 

It does, however, possess one important bit 
of individuality; the scene it mars belongs to 
all of us; the ugliness it brings, it brings to the 
Upland district, not to some other community. 

The battle to keep our streets relatively 
free of trash is one that can never be complete- 
ly won. In resent months, sometimes we think 
the battle has been more lost than won, due to 
the thoughtlessness and carelessness of some 
people, local residents and others. 

The fight for clean streets is not a fight which 
can be fought entirely by the greatly outnum- 
bered members of the city street department: 
It is a problem which all of us must take on as 
our own because it has many sources. 

One source is created by people who wait 
until they are on the open road to empty the 
cigarette butts, ashes and matches which have 
collected in their cars’ ash trays. In the same 
class are people who blithely open a car win- 
dow and toss upon the street all manner of 
paper, tissue, cartons, bottles, etc. 

Some of the offenders must be mentally 
sick, have a grudge against society, which 
they nurse by anti-social acts. Others konw no 
better. Others are just too lazy. But the vast 
majority is made up of those of us who forget 
our obligation to the group and feel that such 
a personal convenience certainly can't dis- 
please the rest of the world. 
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For Lieutenant Governor

Look to Mexico 


The Mexican peso is worth today about 
two-thirds of what it was worth a short time 
ago in relation to the American dollar. 

Devaluation of the peso may be justified in 
the high international finance but many busi- 
nessmen, workers and ordinary citizens can’t 
understand the reason for the sudden change. 
One day the long established value prevailed. 
The next morning Mexicans awoke to find the 
value had been changed. 

The effect is not good in the Mexican-Ameri- 
can relations, judged by the comments we 
heard from a few citizens, merchants and bank- 
ers, while on a recent visit south of the bor- 
der. One chemist in a plant at Tecate ‘sug- 
gested to us that while the United States was 
giving military aid and relief to the allies in 
Europe and around the world, it might also 
give better attention to its neighbors on the 
south. 

While the American tourist trade is the big- 
gest business in Lower California, there is re- 
ported to be 2,500 heads of families out of work 
in Ensenada. Canneries are not opening, local 
banks are very cautious in making loans and 
business is much curtailed due to the currency 
change leaving the economic foundation a lit- 
tle shattered, 

The situation may right itself eventually, 
but in the meantime some Mexicans are ex- 
pressing displeasure over the sudden change. 
Mexico is a very wonderful neighbor for the 


United States. Maybe the chemist had a good 
point. 


UN Has Some Success 


It costs the United States about $25 million 
a year to belong to the United Nations and its 
various agencies. During the last war it cost 
us $91 million just to equip one infantry divi- 
sion and $100 million a year after that to main- 
tain it. 

UN critics sometimes are aroused over the 
so-called failures of the organization. It has 
failures—and successes. It is the one agency 
now in existence that provides a great forum 
for dissipating Soviet propaganda by provid- 
ing the means of disseminating the truth.
